Peas were more plentiful and sold 
frem 8 to 6 cents per pound. 
Mexican tomatoes were weak and 
only extra fancy stock commanded 
top prices. 
A carload of Mexican Bermuda on­ 
ions came in and they were well re­ 
ceived at 33.50 per crate of 40 pounds 
The quality of the stock was much 
better than the late arrivals which 
were too green and which were forc­ 
ed down to 33 per crate. 
Heavy 
receipts 
of 
strawberries 
forced the market down materially. 
It is expected that the market would 
show no big change 
tor several 
weeks, but the 
receipts 
were 
so 
heavy and the quality was such that 
dealers had to shade their prices to 
keep the stock moving. Prices rang­ 
ed from 8 to 12 cents 
per basket. 
Very little stock found 
its way to 
northern points. 
There were a 
cranberries on
